REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


FOREST FIRES—OUR MOST SHAMEFUL WASTE 


Everyone apparently fears fire but too many are careless 
with it. This is particularly true of fires in and near wood- 
lands. Official figures show that more than 98 percent of all 
forest fires result from human carelessness and can be 
prevented. Consequently, we may say “Forest Fires are our 
most shameful waste’. 

Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their effects 
far reaching.-Such fires destroy the raw products of the 
forests, the protection forests provide for game and the 
supply of ground water. They upset local economies by 
drawing men from gainful employment and requiring the — 
expenditure of public funds to extinguish them. 

Our forest fire organization is doing a good job in keep- 
ing the size of fires small but the number of fires is in- 
creasing. In 1949 there were 100 more fires in New Hamp- 
shire than in 1948, but they burned 500 acres less. For the 
warden and his deputies to do the job they are capable of, 
they must have the cooperation of the public—YOU! 

The primary objective of all fire fighters is PREVEN- 
TION—fire stoppage. This is the goal toward which your 
local forest fire warden and his deputies are constantly ~ 
working. It can be achieved ONLY if YOU and YOU and ' 
YOU cooperate with them. It is worth YOUR effort and can 
be accomplished by: 


1. Being careful with fire in or near woodland, being 
particularly careful with matches and cigarettes. 


2. Securing the required written permit from the warden 
when the ground is not covered with snow. _

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Several acts of the 1949 Legislature have affected the 
budget of the Newbury School District, for the school year 
1950-51. Due to the failure of the Legislature to continue 
the State Aid Program, the School District will lose $661.71 
which will have to be made up by local taxes if the same 
services are continued. Newbury, however, is not as much 
affected as some of the larger towns who lost as much as 


$10,000 in State Aid. 


Another bill affects the high school tuition rate. In the 
past, receiving high schools (Newport, Warner and Sun- 


‘apee), were only allowed to charge for average cost of in- 


struction which included teachers’ salaries, text books and 
scholars’ supplies. Under the new law, they can charge on 
the basis of the total cost of operating a school. Some of the 
items include fuel, lights, janitors’ salaries and about fifteen 
other items. This will mean higher tuition rates all over the 
state. Concord will charge $250. next year while Newport, 
New London, Sunapee and probably Warner, will charge 
$200. With three pupils graduating from high school in June 
and eight pupils graduating from grammar school, the school 
district will have to budget considerably more for high 
school tuitions next year. 


I thought that the Workshop for the teachers held this fall 
was very successful and was very valuable for the teachers 
and parents, and the young lady from Newbury and 
Simonds. However, the people who attended are in a much 
better position to talk about the program. I helped to plan it 
and might be considered a little prejudiced. 


The school buildings have been very much improved in 
the past three years. They certainly compare very favorably 
with any one-room schools that I know about. Both of them 
are much better heated and lighted than they have been, 
although the South School probably should have some more 
lights installed and the system changed to the type you have 
in the Center School.
